‘The vote, according to the final police 
figures; was as follows: Bloom, 17,906; 
Chandler, 17,700; Zaustner (Socialist), 
315. While the vote waa light during 
the day, it picked up materially at night, 
and the local leaders considered that a 
satisfactory vote had been polled for a 
special election, the result showing that 
more than 50 per cént. of the enrolled 
yote-of the district had been cast. 

The special election was. called by 
Governor’ Nathan L. Miller to elect a 
succéssor to Samuel Marx, who . died 
after being elected last November on 
the “Democratic ticket. Marx .defeated 
‘Chandler by 3,600 votes;-but the Repub- 
licans. attributed ‘his flection to .the 
Smith landslidé. The district is .nor- 
mally Republican. About 62,000 voters 
who registered in ‘the district for the 
-#lection last November were’ eligible to
